The Cost of Living. 

The things that contribute in great- 
est degree to swell the cost of living 
in the United States is thus briefly set 
forth by the Philadelphia Press: 

A tariff levied ostensibly for reven- 
ue, but actually to advance the price 
of commodities in the home market; 

Costly naval and military outlay; 

Inflated pension payments ; 

Extravagance in all departments of 
the public service, and 

Vast municipal expenditure. 

Billions of dollars are thus annually 
drawn from the pockets of the people 
in the shape of higher rents, costlier 
clothing, dearer food and increased 
taxes. The distance between producer 
and consumer is further increased by 
the intrusion of combinations and 
hungry and exacting go-betweens who 
all compel enormous tribute. 

Is it any wonder it is such a far 7cry 
from the ox to the steak? From the 
sheep to the blanket? 

Of course there are contributing 
causes of dearness— the swelling .sup- 
ply of gold; the drift from the land to 
the marts ; the growth of demand con- 
sequent upon disappreportionate growth 
of population to growth of production.

When we 
I pull down the barriers to trade we 
shall also pull down prices. When we 
restore^economical governmentwe shall 
restore lower cost of living.

Putting Rollers Under Repnbli-

A bill that is calculated to put the 
rollers under the few remaining Re- 
publicans about the City Hall in Louis- 
ville, was introduced in the Senate 
Tuesday by Senator Mark Ryan.

In Paris Cemetery Daring 1909— 
Nineteen Die of General Debility 
—Marked Improvement in Cem- 
etery Grounds— Notes from Su- 
perlnlendent Smith's Report. 



OVR. LETTER. HEADS ARE 



Superintendent William Smith of the 
Paris Cenietery Company has filed his 
report for the year 1909 with President 
Jonn T. Hinton. 

Mr. Smith recommends that the mat- 
ter of requiring burial permits to be is- 
sued should be taken up by the proper 
authorities, as such documents will" fa- 
cilitate the keeping of correct data re- 
garding each person interred. 

The total number of persons interred 
during the year 1909 aggregated 80, 
their deaths resulting from the follow- 
ing causes: Heart trouble 8, rheuma- 
tism 2, accidentally shot 1, typhoid fe- 
ver 4, consumptiofi 7, pneumonia 10, 
paralysis 7, bums 2, stonrach trouble 1, 
Bright’s disease 1, brain fever2, drown- 
ed 1, cancer 1, diphtheria 2, appendi- 
citis 1, dropsy 1, congestion the liver 
2, unknown 5, general debility 19. 

Of the latter 19, their ages ranged 
from 60 to 90 years. 

Many- improvements have been made, 
according to Superintendent Smith’s 
report, in the filling in of depressions, 
grading, and keeping in repair fences 
and road beds. Unusual care has been 
given the grounds in keeping the lawns 
mowed and watered, resulting in a 
marked appreciation by the owners of 
lets, who, throughout the spring, sum- 
mer and fall, remembered their dead by 
keeping foliage plants and blooming 
flowers on their graves.

No Grading Done. 

From various causes of delay not a 
single pound of the 1909 pooled tobacco 
of the Burley Tobacco Society has yet 
baen sampled and graded at the to- 
bacco headquarters at Lexington, and 
therefore tha society is yet unable to 
accurately estimate the approximate 
value ot the tobacco in the pool. The 
failure to grade the tobacco up.' to this 
time has been due to several causes, 
chief among them being the lateness 
in perfecting the pool and the disar- 
rangement of the Society’s affairs in- 
cident to the removal of the headquar- 
ters from Winchester to Lexington. 

It was stated Tuesday at the 
society’s headquarters that the plan is 
to have samples from all the counties 
in the Burley district shipped to Lex- 
ington for the purpose of being proper- 
ly graded. At Winchester the Society 
had a large building which it used for 
storing and grading the samples, but 
so far the society has not completed 
arrangements for any building in Lex- 
ington for this purpose. It is expect- j 
ed, however, that ncKOtiaMons will be 
opened soon for a suitable building to 
be used as a sample house, and as soon 
as this is done orders will be issued to 
the various county boards of control to 
get the types ready to be shipped to 
be graded. 

J. F. Walton, of Lexington, was ap- 
pdinted official grader for the society, 
and he will be assisted by Mr. H.^.B. 
Evans, of Carroll county. Mr. Walton 
has been the official grader for the 
society ever since its formation and”he 
is an expert in this line. He sampled 
and graded the bulk of the 1906 and 
1907 pooled crop, and when those crops 
were sold and delivered to the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company and the inde- 
nendents Mr. Walton was appointed by 
the society as its representative to in- 
spect and superintend the delivery.

Mrs. Leer said that fihy years ago, 
in the same town, she was a school- 
mate of Prof. Gordon ; that when hos- 
tilities broke out he left the sschool 
room and fireside of his parents and as 
a mere lad, fifteen years of age, vol- 
unteered his services in defense of the 
Southland. Mrs. Leer spoke of the in- 
tervening years before she again met 
Prof. Gordon at the Confederate reun- 
ion last year, when he answered the 
roll call a gray haired veteran. 

Prof. Gordon’s address was a beauti- 
ful tribute to the statesmanship and 
brilliant military record of General 
Lee. He told of his personal acquaint- 
ance with General Lee and the love 
and esteem in which he was held by 
the people of Richmond, Va. ; how the 
church bells lold of his passing away 
and the inexpressible sorrow manifest- 
ed Upon the news of his death. The 
address was highly enjoyed by the 
large audience.

Important Measures. 

Among the new bills at Frankfort 
which promise to attract attention as 
time passes is the one introduced by 
Senator Bertram Tuesday, providing 
for the appointment by the Secretaryof 
State of four bank examiners, two to 
be Republican and two Democratic in 
politics. It is urged in behalf of this 
bill that the developments of the past 
few years in banking circles demon- 
strate the need of such examiners. 
Another measure of importance is that 
cf Representative Shanks providing 
for a Scate Board of Accounting. The 
object, Mr. Shanks says is to institute 
a uniform system of accounting of all 
public ufficeis over the State, from 
the highest to the lowest. He asserts 
that the State would save thousand's of 
dollars annually through such a meas- 
ure. The bill of Senator Combs for a 
tuberculosis sanitarium is one which 
will have strong backing. There seems 
a sentiment in favor of ail measures 
looking to the cure or eradication of 
consumption, but the appropriations 
asked, $120,000 for buildings, and $50- 
000 annually for maintenance, promise 
to m»ke it hard to push the bill 
through.
